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Three vie for mayor of Clinton 


The filing deadline for the November 
4 general election passed last Tuesday, 
August 12 with several positions 
having contested races. Among those 
races is that for the office of Mayor of 
Clinton. 

Tommy Kimbro, incumbent mayor, 
will compete with Phyllis Campbell 
and Fred Cox for the position. Cox 


is a former mayor of Clinton, and 
Campbell currently serves on the city 
council. 

CLINTON CITY COUNCIL 

Cambell’s mayoral bid opened up 
one spot on the Clinton City Council, 
and two new candidates have filed for 
the position. 


In addition to incumbents Jerome 
Jenkins, Ivan Potter, Betty Morrow, 
Howard Dillard, and Yvette Thomas; 
Eric Lewis and Laura Poole have filed 
to run in the election. 

Clinton residents will choose six out 
of the seven that have filed, meaning 
all but one will obtain a council seat 
January 1. 


MAYOR OF COLUMBUS 

Incumbent Columbus mayor Richard 
Frizzell will have a challenger this year, 
as councilmember Kay Ferguson has 
filed to run for the office. Ferguson’s 
run for mayor opens a spot on the 
Columbus City Council, which also 
has two new challengers.

Ronnie 
Gray, of Union 
City, Tenn., is

“The purpose 
of the walk is to 
raise awareness of Type 1 Diabetes,” 
he told Clinton Rotary Club members 
on Wednesday, August 13. “The walk 
was started to form a network and 
support system for families with family 
members who have Type 1.” 

Realizing that there is no cure for 
this autoimmune disease, dealing with 
it becomes a way of life for everyone 
who has it. “Four to six times a day 
they have to check their blood sugar 
levels,” he added. “They then have to 
inject themselves with the insulin or 
they use a pump that they use every 
single day.” 

Another benefit to hosting a walk 
in this area is to help raise funds for 
JDRF (Juvenile Diabetes Research 
Foundation). “Their major goal is to 
fund research to find a cure,” explained 
Gray. “They are also raising funds to 
go into research to help people deal 
better with their diabetes and to help

“Ultimately the goal is to keep the kids here 
in our area,” stated Duane Grimmitt with Ingram 
Barge.

The parking lot at Harper’s Country 
Hams overflowed with vehicles Friday 
as a crowd of Hickman Countians 
gathered to see U.S. Senator Mitch 
McConnell. 

Sen. McConnell visited Mayfield, 
Bardwell, Clinton, and Fulton Friday 
along with U.S. Representative Ed 
Whitfield and State Senator Stan 
Humphries. 

Rep. Whitfield led off and introduced 
the senator with a call to go to the polls 
on November 4 to re-elect McConnell. 
Whitfield, who is up for re-election as 
well, mentioned that he, too, would 
appreciate the votes of those present. 
Whitfield is running for re-election 
against Democratic challenger Charles 
Hatchett of Marshall County. 

During his presentation, McConnell 
stated that while his opponent (current 
Kentucky Secretary of State Alison 
Lundergan Grimes) is a new face, she 
is a new face for the status quo. 

McConnell, republican leader in the 
Democrat controlled senate, called for 
those present to make him the leader of 
a new majority of Republicans in the 
senate. 

“The Obama administration has been 
bad for America, and particularly bad 
for Kentucky,” he said. He cited the 
president’s “war on coal” as an attack 
on Kentucky. McConnell said that 
even though we aren’t mining coal in 
western Kentucky, the attacks on coal 
still impact our utility cost.

them manage their condition 
better.” Of course, the ultimate 
goal is to find a cure. 

Eighty cents of every dollar 
raised goes directly to research. 
“Right now they are trying to 
develop an artificial pancreas to 
perform the functions the body 
needs,” Gray told the group. 
“Spikes and drops in blood 
sugar are what cause the damage 
to the body.” A time-release 
insulin injection is also being 
worked on. This will cut down 
on the number of injections each 
person is required to have each 
day. 

On a personal note, Gray 
shared an intimate story of 
his own, which reiterated why 
hosting this walk in the Ken- 
Ten area is so important to him. 
Gray’s son became an insulin 
dependent diabetic after an 
illness. “After a fishing trip my 
son developed a cold,” he said. 
“The cold led to strep throat 
and then mononucleosis.” The 
extended illness destroyed his 
pancreas and that’s how he 
became diabetic. 

On March 20, 2005, when 
Gray went to wake his son, he 
couldn’t wake him. “He didn’t 
get up,” he said. “He had passed 
away during the night.” Daren 
was 23 years old. 

While dealing privately 
with his grief, Gray read an 
article in a newspaper about 
an organization sponsoring 


a diabetes walk needing 
volunteers. “That’s when we 
(he and his wife, Wanda) started 
walking. “We walked at Shelby 
Farms near Memphis, Tenn.,” 
he added. “We formed “Daren’s 
team and over the last five years 
we raised $25,000 for the walk 
through donation from family 


and friends.”

Protecting Our Infants Act

Kentucky has a growing 
prescription drug abuse and 
heroin abuse problem, and 
the scope of the problem is 
shocking. Our state has the 
nation’s third-highest mortality 
rate from drug overdoses, 
which are largely driven 
by prescription painkillers. 
According to the Kentucky 
Office of Drug Control Policy, 
about 1,000 Kentuckians 
a year fatally overdose on 
drugs—that’s more than are 
lost to fatal car crashes. Heroin 
deaths continue to climb and 
accounted for 32 percent of the 
drug overdose deaths last year. 

Earlier this year, I convened 
a listening session in Kentucky 
to hear from those closest to the 
problem, including professionals 
in the medical, public health, 
and law-enforcement fields as 
well as a brave young man who 
managed to break free from 
heroin addiction after seeing his 
friends overdose. 

One issue that was raised 
during this session that 
particularly caught my 
sympathies was the increasing 
number of infants being born in 
Kentucky dependent on opiates 
in the form of prescription 
painkillers and heroin. 
Researchers estimate that one 
baby every hour is now born 
nationwide dependent on drugs 
and suffering from withdrawal. 

According to the Kentucky 
Department for Public Health, 
the number of hospitalizations 
due to newborn withdrawal in 
the Commonwealth increased 
from 29 in 2000 to more than 
950 in 2013 —a more than 
3,000 percent increase, and an 
indicator of a very alarming 
trend. 


The situation is just heart¬ 
breaking. I say that especially 
as the father of three daughters. 
These children are the most 
innocent members of our 
society, and we must do all we 
can to protect them. 

Thankfully, Kentucky is 
taking this problem seriously. 
Both the Kentucky Perinatal 
Association and the Kentucky 
Perinatal Quality Initiative 
Collaborative are dedicated to 
reducing the number of infants 
born dependent on opiates. I 
applaud their efforts. And I 
believe we can do more at the 
federal level to aid and assist 
their work. Maternal addiction 
and infant opiate dependency 
are epidemics that can best 
be overcome by effective 
coordination between those 
dedicated to fighting them at the 
state and federal levels. 

That’s why I recently 
introduced the Protecting Our 
Infants Act in the U.S. Senate, 
which is designed to address 
the scourge of opiate addiction 


in newborns, as well as their 
mothers. 

My bill will help identify and 
disseminate recommendations 
for preventing and treating 
maternal addiction so that we 
can reduce the number of infants 
born dependent on opiates and 
other drugs. The bill would 
promote recommendations as 
to how to identify these babies 
born suffering from withdrawal, 
and how best to treat them. 

Also, because I heard 
during my listening session 
and in other forums about the 
importance of more research 
into infant withdrawal and its 
long-term effects, my bill would 
shine a spotlight on the problem 
and encourage more leadership 
from the federal government on 
this public health crisis. 

The Protecting Our Infants 
Act would also encourage 
the U.S. Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention to 
work with states to improve 
the availability and quality 
of research data to help them 


respond more effectively to this 
public health epidemic. 

While there’s still more to 
be done, I believe my bill is 
a step in the right direction 
to help ensure that our public 
health system is better equipped 
to prevent and treat maternal 
opiate addiction and the 
resulting infants that are born 
dependent on opiates. 

We certainly must do 
all we can to confront the 
human tragedy of babies born 
dependent on opiates and 
suffering from withdrawal. 
Helping the most innocent 
among us is our moral duty as 
caring members of society.

Petty Officer 2nd Class 
Dana Duncan is a machinist 
mate andwork center 

supervisor, engineering 

department yeoman, as well 
as a sexual assault victim 
advocate serving aboard the 
Kings Bay-based boat, one of 
14 Ohio-class ballistic missile 
submarines. Measuring 560 
feet long, 42 feet wide and 
weighing more than 16,500 
tons, a nuclear-powered 
propulsion system helps push 
the ship through the water at 
more than 20 knots. 

The Navy’s ballistic missile 
submarines, often referred 
to as “boomers,” serve as an 
undetectable launch platform 
for intercontinental ballistic 
missiles. They are designed 
specifically for stealth, 
extended patrols and the 
precise delivery of missiles if 
directed by the President. The 
Ohio-class design allows the 
submarines to operate for 15 
or more years between major 
overhauls. On average, the 
submarines spend 77 days at 
sea followed by 35 days in¬ 
port for maintenance. 

“We demand the highest 
standards from Duncan, 
technically and personally,” 
said Rear Admiral Charles 
A. Richard, commander, 


Submarine Group Ten in Kings 
Bay, Ga. “His Commanding 
Officer, his country, and I take 
great pride in his willingness 
to raise his hand and volunteer 
to serve the nation. The 
importance of our Sailors is 
immeasurable; people like 
Duncan are crucial to ensuring 
our submarines are operating 
at their best and the mission 
is flawlessly executed. I’m so 
very proud he is on our team.” 

Machinist Mate Second 
Class (Submarine Warfare) 
Dana Duncan is part of the 
boat’s Blue crew, one of the 
two rotating crews, which 
allow the ship to be deployed 
on missions more often 
without taxing one crew too 
much. A typical crew on this 
submarine is approximately 
150 officers and enlisted 
Sailors. 

Because of the stressful 
environment aboard 

submarines, personnel are 
accepted only after rigorous 
testing and observation. 
Submariners are some of the 
most highly trained and skilled 
people in the Navy. The 
training is highly technical 
and each crew has to be able 
to operate, maintain, and 
repair every system or piece 
of equipment on board. 

Regardless of their specialty, 
everyone also has to learn 
how everything on the ship 
works and how to respond 
in emergencies to become 
“qualified in submarines” 
and earn the right to wear the 
coveted gold or silver dolphins 
on their uniform. 

“After going through the 
nuclear power school, and 
the different tiers of training 
schools for my rate, I have 
learned how to not only

perform my job, but how 
to grow and develop at an 
accelerated rate, compared 
to that in the civilian world,” 
Duncan said. 

Although it is difficult 
for most people to imagine 
living on a submarine, 
challenging submarine living 
conditions actually build 
strong fellowship among the 
crew. The crews are highly 
motivated, and quickly adapt 
to changing conditions. It is a 
busy life of specialized work, 
watches, and drills. 

“At one point on one of our 
underway tours, we surfaced 
the boat and were able to 
go swimming, an evolution 
referred to as ‘seal beach’, 
nothing but ocean all around 
for 360 degrees,” Duncan 
added. 

As a member of one of the 
U.S. Navy’s most relied upon 
assets, Duncan and other USS 
West Virginia (SSBN 736) 
sailors know they are part of 
a legacy that will last beyond 
their lifetimes.

Combining education and 
economic development is part 
of this new partnership that both 
Ingram and the ATC hopes will 
last for many years to come. 

“Wilson was a huge asset,” 
added Dallas Pruitt, a Hickman 
County resident and welding 
teacher at the ATC. “He fostered 
the relationship between the 
ATC and Ingram.” 

There are currently eleven 
students in the welding class, 
which is now based on a 
curriculum created with the 
assistance of Ingram. It is a 
yearlong program with at least 
one hour of daily welding 
instruction for seven students 
from Hickman County, three 
from Fulton County and one 
from Fulton City. 

“A different certified welder, 
like Doug Clark, from Ingram 
works with the students every 
Wednesday,” added Grimmitt. 
“We want them to receive 
knowledge from as many 
welders as we can.” 

Safety is one of the biggest 
areas being addressed. “That 
is my number one job,” Pruitt 
said. “To keep them safe and to 
make sure they are learning the 
safety precautions, too.” 

Another facet being taught 
through this newly formed 
partnership is marine welding. 
“Our welders work on old 
rusty metal which has been in 
the water for years,” Grimmitt 
noted. “It is a different world 
and we need them to understand 
that aspect of marine welding.” 

Recently Ingram hired 
two new employees who are 
graduates of the ATC. “We just 
hired two new employees. One 
from Hickman County and one 
from Fulton County,” Grimmitt 
said. “We will benefit even more 
as we solidify this partnership.” 

With a tight budget at the 
ATC, Ingram has donated sheet 
metal for the students to weld 
on. “They even donated welding 
rods and are helping cover some 
of the cost of our gases that we 
use in this program,” added 
Pruitt. 

“This partnership gives us 


another opportunity to show 
students what they do here has 
a real impact on their future,” 
stated ATC Principal Terry 
Sullivan. “It is our job to make 
these types of partnerships so 
we can provide our students 
with the type of training they 
need to successfully enter the 
workforce.” 

Tyler Westbrooks, a Hickman 
County senior, has already 
learned how to lay flat beads or 
a 1G position consistently. “This 
is my first year of welding and 
it is something that has always 
interested me,” Westbrooks 
commented. “I want to learn the 
different ways to weld and how 
to do it better.” 

Raised on a farm, Westbrooks 
likes working with his hands 
and there are plenty of 
opportunities for him to weld 
on the family farm. “I like 


working with metal and so does 
my dad,” he said. “Being able 
to make something out of scrap 
metal will be a benefit to me.” 

Westbrooks already sees 
this experience as a great 
opportunity. “If you want to 
know exactly what you need to 
do and how to do it, it is a great 
opportunity, especially if you 
want to work in the welding 
field.” 

Now in his second year of 
welding, Travis Crumble enjoys 
it because he loves working with 
his hands. Crumble, a senior 
at Fulton County, is looking 
to become an engineer after 
receiving his post secondary 
education, but already knows 
why it is important for him to 
learn the skill of welding. 

“I like to use my knowledge 
to build something,” Crumble 
said. “I do want to be an 


engineer, but taking this class at 
the ATC helps me broaden my 
range of skills so I am not tied 
down to just one career field.” 

Crumble has also taken Auto 
Mechanics and Carpentry at the 
ATC. “I have been able to help 
build a bike rack and learning 
how to weld proficiently 
is important to me,” added 
Crumble. 

Before graduating and leaving 
the program Westbrooks, 
Crumble and the other students 
will also spend some time with 
Chanlor Culkin. Culkin, in 
Human Resources for Ingram, 
will be going over interview 
skills, how to dress when going 
on a job interview and other 
pertinent information. 

There are no guarantees that 
the students who complete 
the welding program will 
be employed at Ingram in 


Columbus, but going through it 
will be an added plus for those 
students. In this area welders 
can start out making $14 to 
$15 an hour. If they are willing 
to travel, they could make 
anywhere from $125,000 to 
$150,000 a year. 

“Ingram has helped our 
school tremendously,” reiterated 
Sullivan. “We are really proud 
of this partnership and the kids 
are excited to be able to impress 
employers in this area.” 

“It is a partnership we want 
to see last a long time and we 
are glad to be a part of it,” 
concluded Grimmitt, himself 
a Hickman County graduate 
and former ATC student. 
“We all benefit if the students 
who graduate from these area 
schools are able to stay here and 
make a good living. It benefits 
us all.”
